GIFTS TO 
CHARITABLE 
ORGANIZATIONS 


Mr. J, G. Martin, Jr., Disirict 
Director of Internal Revenue for 
Mississippi said that his office will 
seek the cooperation of charitable 
organizations and fund-raising 
groups to provide more effective 
taxpayer guidance regarding con- 
tributions. 

Because of a lack of understand. 
ing to law, sponsors of charity 
' balls, lotteries, banquets, and ath- 
!letic events may be misleading 
patrons or participants of these 
affairs as to the extent that their 
payments are deductible as chari- 
'table contributions for Federal in- 
: come tax purposes. 

Mr. Martin emphasized that to 
be deductible as a charitable 
contribution, a payment to or for 
the use of a qualified charitable 
organization must clearly be a gift. 

Charitable organizations can help 
taxpayers in establishing their de- 
ductions. To do this, the amount 
„properly attributable to the pur- 
chase of admission or other privi- 
leges and the amount being solicit- 
ed as a gift should be determined 
and announced in advance of soli- 
citation. The respective amounts 
should be clearly indicated on the 
| ticket or other evidence of pay- 
ment. 

Mr. Martin also emphasized the 
mere fact that the tickets or other 
privileges are not used does not 
entitle the patron to any greater 
charitable contribution deduction. 

He suggested that sponsors of 
fund-raising events contact their 
local Internal Revenue office when 
planning such affairs to determine 
the accuracy of publicity issued 
regarding deductibility of pay- 
ments made by patrons.

DAIRY HEIFER 
MANAGEMENT 


Heifers on pastures or grouped 
together after weaning should be 
watched closely to make sure they 
are not trying to nurse each other. 

This is one way blind or spoiled 
quarters can develop in the udder. 
These do not show up until the 
heifers calve. 

Once the nursing habit is deve- 
loped, it is difficult to break. If 
you notice any heifers sucking 
each other, separate them until 
the habit is cured. 

Some dairymen use a wire ring 
in the nose of the calf. This 
helps prevent sucking. Others have 
used muzzles or other type preven- 
tatives that may be bought in 
most hardware stores.
